A Preview Showing

T he cover on the catalogue for the 10th 
annual Virginia Yearling Tour showed 
Kauai King winning the Kentucky Derby. 

The Tour, held last month in Virginias 
wondrously beautiful horse country, is designed 
as a preview showing of yearlings to be sold 
next month at Saratoga. 

That was how it went with Kauai King. 

He was first seen by Mike Ford on the 1964 
Tour, was purchased by him for $42,000 at 
Saratoga and, two years later, won the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. 

There may have been other Kauai Kings 
seen last month in Virginia. The pedigrees 
were strong enough, the conformation was good 
enough, and the buyers will be brave enough 
when they get to Saratoga. 

But it’s doubtful if there’ll ever be another 
Mike Ford. 

When the Tour began at Daniel G. Van 
Chef’s Nydrie Stud on Saturday, June 25, Kauai 
King was the King pro-tern of the 3-year-old 
division. 


There were those who thought he would be 
voted best of the 3-year-olds when the season 
ends this fall. There were those who thought 
Buckpasser would murder him once they met 
in a horse race. 

And the meeting of the two 3-year-old title 
contenders was to occur that very afternoon. 

While the Tour progressed at its normal 
pace, Kauai King moved closer and closer to 
his meeting with Buckpasser. 

They were running for a $100,000 prize at 
Arlington Park in a flat mile race. Mike Ford, 
in Virginia Friday night, was in Chicago on 
Saturday morning. He planned to return to 
Virginia on Sunday, rejoining the Tour group 
at Dr. and Mrs. Frank A. O’Keefe’s Pine Brook 
Farm. 

Would he come back to Virginia as the 
owner of a champion or as the owner of a 
good colt who couldn’t handle Buckpasser? 

The first of the many yearlings to be ex¬ 
hibited on the Tour was led into the ring at 
11:45 A.M. at Nydrie Stud. In Chicago, it 
was 10:45.

Mike Ford saw none of the yearlings on 
Saturday. He had all he could handle in Chi¬ 
cago. But there were those on the Tour who 
owned pieces of Kauai King. They were the 
syndicate members. The ones who had paid 
$70,000 for one of the 36 shares into which 
the Native Dancer colt had been divided. 

Just like Mike Ford, they were shooting 
craps. There was more in the pot than Arling¬ 
ton Park’s $100,000 purse. The big prize was 
the 3-year-old championship. A fortune hung 
on the outcome of the race. 

Danny Van Chef was the gracious host at 
Nydrie. 

The bar was open. The heat was intense. 
John Finney was announcing. The yearlings, 
glistening with health, came in and went out. 
The caravan moved to Whitney Stone’s Morven 
Stud. 

Mr. Stone served box lunches by the lake. 
Humphrey Finney put on a Chinese mask and 
was pulled in a rickshaw by his host. The 
effect was startling. Every year, Mr. Stone has 
a surprise for his guests. 


The Morven yearlings were shown. 

A filly by Sailor out of Levee came off the 
bench to take the place of another yearling 
which had been injured. Mr. Stone hadn’t 
orginally intended to sell the Sailor filly. Her 
pedigree was shown on an addenda sheet in the 
catalogue. 

"How’d you like to have a second string like 
that.?” asked an incredulous Joe O’Farrell. 

The fourth and fifth strings at Morven 
weren’t shown but you knew they’d do. There 
wasn’t anything on the place that wouldn’t. 

Clay Camp’s Glenmore Farm was the next 
stop. The heat and the dust were traveling 
companions. 

The bumps in Clay’s driveway had been 
softened with eight (or was it eighteen?) 
tons of stone since the 1965 Tour. 

The yearlings were as good as ever. 

Then came Mrs. E. H. Augustus’s Keswick 
Farm, the last stop of the day. Remarkable 
pedigrees, remarkable individuals. Why 
shouldn’t each of them win the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness? 
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Pine Brook Farm’s bay colt by *Rasper II- 
Backstairs by Cochise. Hip No. 201. 


Dazed by pedigree, dust, heat and bartender, 
the Tour group disbanded at Keswick. 

Back to the motel and the knowledge that 
the Arlington Classic was close to post time. 

A long distance call to Bob Maisel, sports 
editor of the Baltimore Sun. 

"He’s in the wire room,” said a voice in the 
sports department, "I’ll transfer you.” 

Bob answered the telephone, explained he 
was waiting for the results. I waited with him. 

Minutes later he came back on and reported 
the news: 

Buckpasser, Creme dela Creme, He Jr. and a 
new American record for the mile. 

"That’s all I know,” said Bob. 

"That’s enough for me,” I replied. 

"Enough for me, too,” he answered. 

Then there was a party at the Boar’s Head. 
The party’s theme: Kauai King shouldn't have 
run; it wasn't his distance, and / told you so. 

Supper was under a tent. A band came in. 
People commenced to forget Kauai King. 

Morning was too soon, and it was a long 
drive to the first farm: Dr. and Mrs. O’Keefe’s 
Pine Brook. 

It was here that Kauai King had been 
raised after spending the first 78 days of his 
life in Maryland at Sagamore Farm. 


Kauai King’s half-sister. Naval Citation (by 
Citation out of Sweep In), was shown to the 
group before the yearlings were exhibited. 
The 6-year-old broodmare was represented later 
in the showing by her first foal, a brown year¬ 
ling colt by First Landing. 

Then, while Pine Brook’s Saratoga consign¬ 
ment was being shown, rumors rippled through 
the heat. 

There was no Mike Ford in the crowd, but 
somebody had heard. Somebody knew some- 
thing'. 

They're X-Raying him. He's finished. There's 
a fracture. 

More yearlings passed to and from the ring. 

John Finney stuck with the announcing. He 
kept his coat on, literally. He was more than 
washy. The sun never let up. 

Last of the group was the big one. 

Kauai King’s yearling half-brother by * Ras¬ 
per 11. 

Bowes Bond went in close for a good look. 
Others left the shade of trees on the lawn and 
went out to the ring, braving the sun which 
baked. 

"A grand looking colt,” was the consensus. 
"He’ll open at $100,000,” said a bystander. 
There were those there who had bid $100,000 
before. It was a group not awed by wealth. 

The caravan moved on. 

Hubert Phipps was the next and final host 
for the Tour. 

And that was where I first discovered Mike 
Ford. He was standing beside the bar. Like 
everyone else, he was sweating. 

I waved to him and he raised his glass. He 
looked like a man who had had it. 

A few minutes later I saw him seated on 
the lawn with Humphrey and John Finney. 
You could sense the seriousness of the con¬ 
versation. 

Then the crowd went to the ring. Yearlings 
were lining up for their appearances. 

"Ladies and gentlemen,” said that familiar 
Finney voice which might have belonged to 
either Humphrey or John, "before the yearlings 
are shown, John Finney will have an important 
announcement to make concerning Kauai 
King.” 

Humphrey had said that without a micro¬ 
phone. 

John, a minute or two later, did his part 
with the microphone in his hand. Still wearing 
his coat, still sweating, John began: 

"Kauai King finished fifth yesterday in the 
Arlington Classic to Buckpasser, beaten four

and a half lengths for all the money in new 
American record time. He was seen to stumble 
leaving the gate and he stumbled three or four 
times in the stretch. 

“He finished on three legs in time which 
nearly equaled the existing American record 
for a mile. He pulled up lame, was lame last 
night and is lame this morning. X-Rays have 
been taken and they have not revealed a frac¬ 
ture. Kauai King has pulled his suspensories. 
He could be returned to racing in eight months 
to a year. But it would be an iffy thing. 

“Rather than take this chance, Mr. Michael 
Ford has decided to retire the horse perman¬ 
ently. When sound enough to be vanned, he 
will be shipped to Sagamore Farm to await 
the 1967 breeding season. 

“Kauai King has run his last race. 

“Mr. Ford has asked me to make this an¬ 
nouncement regarding his syndication: 

“Since shares were sold in the horse at 
$70,000 on both his breeding and racing 
potential, Mike now feels that those who pur¬ 
chased shares should have the opportunity to 
withdraw because the horse no longer has a 
racing potential. 

“A full refund will be made to those who 
want out. 

‘Those staying in the syndicate will have 
the price of their shares reduced by $10,000. 


Because the horse can no longer race, Mike 
believes $60,000 is enough.” 

Up until that announcement was made at 
Hubert Phipps’ Rockburn Stud on Sunday, 
June 26, 1966, a signed contraa in the horse 
world had been something close to inviolate. 

With Mike, it was paper to be ignored if 
things didn’t work out fairly. 

There was applause from the ringside when 
John finished his announcement. 

And there was envy. Strangely, not for a 
horse. But for a man. Class is hard to 
come by. •

Mike Ford Hop es To 
Buy A Farm In Maryland

While campaigning a highly successful stable, 
Omaha’s Michael J. Ford has made a number of 
visits to Maryland in the last three years. 

In the process he has fallen in love with Maryland, 
its people, countryside, horses and rich Fund 
Program. 

He brought Royal Gunner and Umbrella Fella to 
Baltimore for the 1964 Pimlico Futurity, and picked 
up $17,063.50 with the latter colt after Royal Gunner 
failed to train up to the race. 

Last year he returned Umbrella Fella to Maryland 
for the Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie and went 
home empty-handed. This season at Bowie was a 
different story altogether. Enjoying an immensely 
successful spring campaign with Kauai King, he 
annexed the Prince Georges Stakes and Governor’s 
Gold Cup. From there, Kauai King shipped to 
Kentucky where he became the first Maryland-bred 
in history to win the Kentucky Derby. A hero’s 
homecoming awaited him in Baltimore. 


C ANDID, FRIENDLY and exceedingly 
gracious, Mike Ford is sold on Maryland. 
The six weeks he spent here this spring was 
as enjoyable a period as he can recall. En 
route from Friendship International to Pimlico, 
where he was to assist trainer Henry Forrest in 
prepping Kauai King from the Preakness, 
Ford told the writer: 

”I would never attempt to diminish the im¬ 
portance of the Kentucky Derby, mind you, 
but I’ll tell you this: The Preakness is the big 
one as far as I’m concerned. 

'This race is something very special to the 
people of Maryland and Baltimore, and Fm 
fully cognizant of this fact. Kauai King's 
performance marks the homecoming of a tri¬ 


umphant local hero. It is for this reason that 
I want him to win so badly. 

"Naturally, there is considerable prestige and 
money ($129,000 winner’s share) at stake, 
but I’ve come to know many of the fine Mary¬ 
land people in the last few months, and ap¬ 
preciate how much Kauai King means to them.” 

Kauai King, of course, won the Preakness in 
as proud a moment as Maryland breeding has 
known. In a matter of weeks, and following 
his fourth-place finish in the Belmont Stakes, 
Kauai King was syndicated. 

En route to Jerry Hoffberger’s Dillon Street 
office to finalize the deal. Ford stopped by 
Pimlico to be interviewed further on his at¬ 
traction to Maryland. 
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Would he be thinking of buying a farm 
here? 

‘IVe given it a lot of thought. I’d kinda like 
to do it. Eventually, I’ll probably have to do it. 

“In the first place, when you have as many 
stallions coming up as I have, you are in the 
horse business in a big way. It also means 
that you have to have mares.” (He owns, or is 
the major shareholder in Fleet Marine, Royal 
Gunner, Umbrella Fella and Kauai King. Fleet 
Marine, a full brother to the highly successful 
Fleet Nasrullah, is at stud in California; Um¬ 
brella Fella entered stud this year in Kentucky.) 

“You can’t be going out to private con¬ 
tractors, so to speak, forever if you are going 
to remain in the business. In other words, 
you’ve got to manufacture your own product, 
and have your own farm or homeplace. 

“I would never want a big farm. Rather, 
I’d want something I could handle easily, some¬ 
thing that would be a joy instead of a burden. 

“Very frankly, there isn’t any other place 
rd rather have a farm than here in Maryland. 
I think the country is beautiful and the people 
marvelous. I’m not taking anything away from 
Virginia or Kentucky. Gosh, I’ve got friends 
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Mike Ford takes Kauai King's 
sire, Native Dancer, to the 
track at Sagamore Farm. 


Kauai King Syndicate 

Kauai King is now the world’s second 
most expensive horse at $2,160,000. 

Only Graustark, syndicated this year at 
$2,400,000, tops the Maryland-bred win¬ 
ner of the Kentucky Derby and Preakness. 

Until the syndication of Kauai King 
and Graustark, Swaps had held the record 
at $2,000,000. 

Shares in Kauai King and Graustark 
were the same price—$60,000. 

But Kauai King was divided into 36 
shares and Graustark into 40. 

Maryland now claims the following 
sales records: 

World’s second highest priced horse 
($2,160,000), world’s record price for a 
public auction (Berio: $235,000), world’s 
record for a race horse sold at public 
auction (Rose Trader: $215,000), and 
miscellaneous other sales records estab¬ 
lished in February at the duPont dispersal.

in both places, but certainly this Maryland 
Fund Program makes you think twice if you 
are going to do your own racing. 

’*! mean, why wouldn’t you rather have a 
Maryland-bred — where they really do some¬ 
thing for you—than a Nebraska-bred? This is 
not to say that Nebraska doesn’t; Nebraska does 
a lot for you. But there isn’t a program in any 
other racing state in the nation comparable to 
Maryland’s. 

"Another reason that I’ve given it (buying 
a farm) a lot of thought is that our children 
are going away to school. Cathy is entering 
college this Fall, and Mike and Bart are going 
away to school. Another five years—and they 
go by pretty quickly—and the kids will be 
gone, period. 

"I’d like to have a farm. Some place to 
kinda sit back and throw up your feet. I don’t 
know that I’ll do it today, tomorrow, a year 
from now, two years from now, or maybe even 
never. Who knows? You don’t know what 
you’re going to do. 

"But it’s something I’ve thought a lot about. 
Omaha is our home, our friends are there. 
We’ve got a million friends there. You don’t 
pull up stakes from where you’ve grown up, 
and where your family is without giving it a 
lot of thought. Our roots are there. It’s going 
to be tough to do. 

"If we buy a farm it would be a commute- 
type thing—where we could come and spend 
some time on it and enjoy it—but basically 
still live in Omaha. And that’s why I say the 
farm couldn’t be a big one because I wouldn’t 
want to have to worry about it. Anytime you 
are away from a business without good on-the- 
scene management, you’ve got a problem.’’ 

Mike, in considering a farm, what would 
be a handy size for you? 

"A couple of hundred acres would be the 
right size; enough to handle mares coming in 
to your stallions, and room for nine, maybe 
ten mares of my own. I don’t ever expect to 
have a large racing stable again. I’ve got fewer 
horses in training now (five) than I’ve ever 
had. 

"This goes back to the percentages in racing. 
When you look up the record of the leading 
stable in the country each year, the American 
Racing Manual lists the entire string of 20 or 
30 horses. Invariably you’ll find out that only 
two or three horses made any real money. So, 
there’s no point in having a big stable. You 
take a shot with three or four you’ve got, and 


if they don’t make it, cull them out. That’s my 
program.’’ 

It is a program that has paid off in spades. 
Mike Ford has purchased perhaps 20 yearlings. 
He bought his first horse for $5,000, but hasn’t 
backed away when he saw something he 
wanted. He purchased Royal Gunner for 
$57,000, Quantico Marine for $56,000, a full 
sister to B. Major (Summer Classic) for $47,- 
000, Umbrella Fella for $17,000 and Kauai 
King for $42,000. 

Royal Gunner has won over $300,000, Kauai 
King, $381,397; Umbrella Fella, $239,926. 
But, as always, the coin has two sides. The 
$56,000 Quantico Marine wound up running 
under a $3,500 claiming tag after developing 
wind trouble. Ford eventually sold the Round 
Table colt for $7,500 as a stallion prospect. 

Quantico Marine notwithstanding, the ledger 
is very much on the profit side. Mike Ford 
hasn’t lost money syndicating Kauai King for 
over $2,000,000. 

Owing $330,000 at the age of 27 due to 
reverses in the farm implement business, Mike 
Ford was a long and lean millionaire seven 
years later. 

At 34, he sold his share of a corrugated-and- 
steel-strapping grain door invented by him and 
his father for $3,000,000. Semi-retired, he still 
owns partnerships in a steel fabricating business 
and the Indian Hills Inn in Omaha. The ex- 
Marine has the happy faculty for living—and 
enjoying— life to the fullest. To quote him, 
"I’m having a ball!’’ •

Almost as quickly accomplished was the re¬ 
modeling of the farm.

Interviewed after owning Windsor Stud less 
than a month, Mrs. d’Elia apologized for her 
lack of progress. "It’s been the heat,” she ex¬ 
plained. "The men just can’t stand to work 
in it all day long.” 

Mrs. d’Elia is originally from Ridgewood, 
New Jersey. Her husband, Andrew d’Elia, is 
a retired Air Force lieutenant colonel and a 
West Point graduate (class of 1940). He 
served in the Pacific theatre in World War II 
and in Korea (flying an F-82) during that 
conflict. 

Retired from the Air Force since I960, Mr. 
d’Elia works now in educational television in 
Washington. 

Mr. and Mrs. d’Elia have one child, 10-year- 
old Laura. 

"It was because Laura was growing up that 
I got into the Thoroughbred business,” says 
Mrs. d’Elia. "We have a six-acre place in Silver 
Spring, and I usually keep four or five show 
horses and ponies on it.

"IVe always wanted to run a horse farm, 
but when Laura was little I couldn’t do it. 
Now that’s she’s a 10-year-old, things are dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Because of her interest in horses, Mrs. d'Elia 
attended the Warrenton Country School in 
Virginia, even though she lived in New Jersey. 
Explains the horsewoman: "It was the only 
place we could find where they’d let me bring 
my horses with me.” 

After graduating from the Virginia school, 
Mrs. d’Elia attended Katharine Gibbs and Bar¬ 
nard College, majoring in chemistry. 

Pursuing her bent for chemistry, she later 
worked for chemical concerns in New Jersey, 
New York and California. Later, she switched 
and joined a management consultant firm in 
Washington. 

The first horses she bred were casually ac¬ 
quired and so unexciting that Mrs. d’Elia 
doesn’t today remember what ever happened 
to them. 

"I had two broodmares and two or three 
years of foals. They were stabled in upper New 
York. I got rid of them, but I can’t remember 
how.” 

There is today nothing casual about her 
goal and acquisition of stock, however. 

A dedicated rider (she still hunts with the 
Goshen Hounds despite a fracture of the first 
lumbar vertebra), Mrs. d’Elia saw to it that 
her daughter Laura had her own pony for her 
second birthday. 


And, according to Mrs. d’Elia, Laura is as 
enthusiastic about "Windsor Stud” as is the 
mother. 

The farm embraces 92 acres of Harford 
county land a few miles north of Bel Air. Situ¬ 
ated on the property are two stud barns, two 
run-in sheds, a 297-foot long training barn 
with an indoor jogging ring and separate walk¬ 
ing ring, a broodmare barn and a 3 1/2-furlong 
outdoor training track. 

There are stalls for more than 50 horses and 
the race track has its own 4-stall starting gate. 

"I wanted this place,” said Mrs. d’Elia, "be¬ 
cause it is so efficiently laid out. It was already 
to go. I didn’t want a farm that had to be 
developed. 

"I’m not satisfied with the house on the 
place, but you can’t have everything just the 
way you want it right away. I’m thinking about 
building our main house in the front field 
near the race track.” 

Bobby Young is Windsor Stud’s farm 
manager. 

He gave up training in 1965 ("I had to go 
to work to put my daughter through college”) 
and lives now on the farm with his wife in a 
house trailer. 

Explaining Mrs. d’Elia’s plans for the future, 
Bobby says: 

"We’re really looking for customers. We can 
foal their mares here, raise the foals, break 
them and race them. 

"What we have to offer is a complete service. 
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The farm's rolling countryside embraces nearly 100 acres. 


A good stallion in Choker (by Double Jay out 
of the Count Fleet mare Tippet), good pas¬ 
tures, our own race track and starting gate and, 
for winter training, an indoor jogging ring. 

“You can almost say that we can do the 
whole operation right here on the farm without 
ever having to leave. 

“In fact, we re even planning to put in brush 
and timber courses for the jumpers. 

“If there’s something we’ve missed, it’s only 
because we haven’t thought of it.” 

Although Mrs. d’Elia does not come from a 
horse family (her father, Charles Main, is an 
investment counselor who is president of the 
F. Ambrose Clark and Sterling Clark Estates), 
there is no doubt that she has the enthusiasm 
and background for success. •

Delaware Parks $10,000-adcled Indian River 
Steeplechase Handicap turned out to be a battle 
between two Maryland-breds last month with 
Demarara winning by three and a half lengths 
from Tuscalee. 

Bred and trained by Janon Fisher, Jr. and 
owned by Mrs. Fisher, Demarara established a 
new record for the two and a half mile course, 
taking two-fifths of a second off the old mark 
set by Impeach last summer.

The bay son of Native Dancer—^Love Doll 
by War Admiral will make the 1967 season 
at P. G. Melbourne Ill’s farm in Laurel as the 
property of a syndicate. His stud fee has been 
set at $500. 

Time Step, who will be making his first 
season at stud, made 47 starts and won twelve 
races. He was bred by Crown Crest Farm and 
raced for Elberon Farm. 


Due de Per 

Syndicate-owned Due de Fer, second only to 
Native Dancer among Maryland sires last year, 
was found dead in his stall at The Curragh, 
last month. Dr. Larry Cushing revealed that 
the 15-year-old stallion died of heart failure. 

The Due de Fer syndicate, headed by Dr. 
Victor Palumbo of Fall River, Mass., purchased 
the son of Spy Song—^Lady Waterloo, by Quatre 
Bras II, last year. 

In 1965 he sired 48 winners of 113 races 
and $413,783, ranking him second in Maryland 
and 33rd on the national sire list. He was 
represented by two stakes winners last year, 
including Bon Nouvel, America’s champion 
steeplechaser in 1964 and 1965. 

Among Maryland stallions. Due de Fer was 
tops in most winners (48) and most wins 
(113) during his first season in the state. 

He stood at Desmond R. Flynn’s The Curragh, 
a lovely showplace on the Elk River near 
Chesapeake City. Flynn, who also stands the 
stallions *Vimy Ridge and Tus One, reported 
that Due de Fer had covered all but two of the 
44 mares in his book this season. 

Undefeated in three starts at 2, Due de Fer 
won the William Penn Stakes in his freshman 
campaign, added the Myrtlewood, Parkway, 
Laurel Sprint and Pageant handicaps at 3, the 
Interborough and Sgt. Byrne handicaps at 4, 
the Hollywood and Oceanport handicaps at 5, 
and the San Carlos and Christopher J. Fitz¬ 
Gerald handicaps at 6. 

A stakes winner in each of his five seasons 
on the track, the sprinter started 77 times, won 
23 races, was second 6 times, third 8 times and 
earned $226,041.

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Battling Against Winter Racing, 
Peter Vischer Cites Press Reaction 

‘Track management has become increasingly obsessed with 
the big profit concept at the expense of the sport,’ says 
Philadelphia Columnist Steve Klessel.

T he article I wrote protesting against 
winter racing in Maryland in the May 
issue of "The Maryland Horse” evoked con¬ 
siderable comment among readers and in the 
press. 

Many of the Maryland county papers ('The 
Aegis,” Bel Air, "The Maryland Independent” 
and 'The Times-Crescent,” La Plata, etc.) ran 
summaries of the article. So did the well- 
known horse weekly, "The Chronicle,” Middle- 
burg, Va. "The Thoroughbred Record,” Lex¬ 
ington, Ky., quoted an appeal for harmony 
among horse factions from the article in a 
prominent box entitled "In Quotation Marks.” 

The daily press contained a number of dis¬ 
cussions. 

Francis Stann, in a lengthy sports column in 
'The Evening Star,” Washington, D. C., stated 
that a horde of turfmen support the stand 
against winter racing. 

Joe Kelly, racing writer for the same Wash¬ 
ington paper, while taking the position that 


Maryland is "stuck” with winter racing, added 
this sentence: "A man would be crazy not to 
prefer racing from April to October, whether 
he be trainer, groom, rider, or just another $2 
bettor.” Incidentally, Kelly predicted that sum¬ 
mer racing at the big tracks is buried "forever,” 
—just days before those same tracks formally 
asked the Racing Commission for additional 
dates in the summer. 

Steve Klessel in the "Philadelphia Daily 
News” stated that the three mile tracks pre¬ 
sented the Maryland Racing Commission with 
an "ugly request” when they asked for year- 
round dates that hit racing's image "a mighty 
wallop.” He added: "I have noticed how track 
managements have become increasingly ob¬ 
sessed with the big profit concept at the ex¬ 
pense of the sport they are supposed to be 
conducting.” 

"The Horsemen's Journal” contained an in¬ 
terview with the new chairman of the New

meeting, Laurel commences work for the

York Racing Commission, Joseph A. Gimma, 
in which he said that the racing season should 
be shortened. He said: ‘There are too many 
problems facing horsemen and the New York 
Racing Association in early spring and winter.’* 

Certain newspapers with special interests 
that might have been expected to welcome an 
opportunity to discuss winter racing in Mary¬ 
land—like the “Morning Telegraph” and the 
“Baltimore Sun”—avoided the subject as though 
it contained smallpox germs, but these papers 
are notoriously gingerly in the handling of 
news that might not be to the liking of Mary¬ 
land’s track managements. 

Among the owners and breeders who com¬ 
mented was Reginald N. Webster, president 
of the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association and owner of the Belmont winner, 
Amberoid. He said: “I thought the article ex¬ 
cellent and to the point. As time goes on the 
overracing of horses, the scheduling of races in 
January instead of in the spring, the breakdown 
of many horses who run on tracks not fit for 
tractors, all these things add up. I hope that in 
a few more years the politicians and the racing 
associations come to the conclusion that the 
patient is showing signs of pernicious anemia 
and a rescheduling and change of policy will 
be necessary.” 

John Timber lake Gibson, owner of a Mary¬ 
land stakes winner, commented that “the whole 
situation has gotten out of hand” and wrote 
an article developing this thesis in the current 
issue of “The Washingtonian.” 

Another Maryland owner and breeder and 
former manager of the Bowie track, L. S. Mac- 
Phail, had this to say: “There is no reason at 
all why Maryland tracks located between the 
World’s Capital and the country’s seventh 
largest city could not stage race meets from the 
middle of May to the middle of October on 
a profitable basis. The legislature seems anxious 
to stimulate the breeding industry in Maryland 
but the Maryland Racing Commission seems 
anxious to confine Maryland racing in the 
spring, summer, and early fall to half-mile 
tracks.” 

Riley M. Gilbert, Jr., a Virginia breeder 
and owner, has moved his stable from Mary¬ 
land to Chicago because of the situation here. 
He provided this bit of evidence: “We had a 
horse that was going to run at Bowie on the 


Monday after the fire. Fortunately, we were 
snowed in at the Middleburg Training Center 
and unable to van to Bowie. However, a young 
Englishman working with my trainer, Sidney 
Watters, Jr., went to the secretary’s office and 
asked them to plow the roads to the barn. He 
was informed that the roads would be plowed 
after the parking lots had been cleared. You 
can see who comes first in the opinion of the 
Maryland race track managements.” He added 
that his wife will no longer go to the races in 
Maryland because the winterizing with result¬ 
ant smoke and poor air “makes her very ill.” 

A director of the H.B.P.A. who stands several 
stallions in Maryland told the author of the 
article that he has the same reaction from his 
wife. 

Bryan Field, former general manager of the 
Delaware Park track wrote: “There is nothing 
the matter with the article whatever.” He then 
put his finger on the problem as “The four- 
pronged monster called the dollar sign.” 

Richard D. Rupert, a breeder in Western 
Maryland, wrote that something must be done 
“to correct this misconceived idea of getting 
more money for the racing till by ruining 
horses the way we do on winter tracks.” He 
added “Let us never forget for one moment 
that the fans cannot be fooled forever.” 

William M. Bowen, Jr., a Maryland com¬ 
mercial breeder, commented that he was heart¬ 
ily in agreement with the article’s point of 
view regarding winter racing. 

Among the trainers who commented was 
Henry S. Clark, former president of the 
Thoroughbred Trainers Association. He wrote: 
“I for one am not in favor of winter racing at 
all.” He made the point that there is a lot of 
difference between training a horse in Mary¬ 
land in the winter time, when a trainer can 
adapt his work to weather and track conditions, 
and actually racing on scheduled days during 
January. 

Many trainers supported Mr. Clark’s position, 
among them Frank A. Bonsai, trainer of the 
International winner Mongo, whose opposition 
to winter racing has long been publicized, 
Donelson Christmas, and Alan T. Clarke, a 
trainer with vast experience in* Maryland 
racing. • 
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Lady Brilliance, from Globemaster’s first full crop, wins filly division of National Stallion Stakes. 


Lady Brilliance Appears Best 
Of Nation’s Juvenile Fillies 


O N MAY 20, 1961 , Leonard P. Sasso had 
horses running in stakes at two different 

tracks. 

He and his trainer, Thomas J. Kelly, went 
to Pimlico and watched their Globemaster 
finish second by three-quarters of a length to 
Carry Back. 

In New Jersey, Sasso s Staretta won Garden 
State’s $25,000 Colonial Handicap. 

When their racing careers ended the follow¬ 
ing year, Globemaster had earnings of $355 - 
423 and Staretta of $145,297. 

The colt and the filly were bred to each 
other at Sagamore Farm in 1963. The resulting 
foal is Lady Brilliance who gives every indica¬ 
tion of being the nation’s top 2-year-old filly. 

Lady Brilliance is Staretta’s first foal and is 
from the first full crop sired by Globemaster. 
She was foaled at Sagamore Farm and is eligi¬ 
ble for all Maryland-bred races. 


Lady Brilliance achieved stakes-winning sta¬ 
tus when she captured the filly division of the 
National Stallion Stakes at Aqueduct last 
month. She had won her only previous start. 

Winning the National Stallion by eight 
lengths in 1.05 1/5, the Sasso filly earned 
$ 20,621 in the 5 1/2-furlong test. Her rider, 
Johnny Rotz, said: "She just took off. It was 
an impressive performance.” 

Globemaster, sire of the brilliant filly, was 
purchased by Sasso as a yearling for $80,000 in 
1959 at Saratoga. He was test bred in 1962 
to a few mares late in the spring and, as a 
result, has three 3-year-olds (two colts and a 
filly). His 1966 2-year-old crop numbers 22. 

Staretta was also acquired by Sasso at public 
auction, but the price was considerably under 
Globemaster’s. The Pittsburgh industrialist paid 
$8,200 at the 1958 Keeneland Summer Sales 
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for the Dark Star filly, purchasing her from 
Thomas M. Girdler.

Tuscalee Is Among Nation’s Best

DELAWARE PARK, Stanton, Del., June 23. 
—"Tuscalee hasn’t really beaten much and he 
hasn’t carried his weight against top-notch op¬ 
position,” said Joseph Leiter Aitcheson Jr., 
”but he’s won two stakes and five straight races 
and until he proves otherwise. I’d have to say 
that he is the main contender for the steeple¬ 
chase championship of the year.” 

Aitcheson is pardonably proud of the small 
and delicate 6-year-old son of Tuscany—^Verna 
Lee, by British Buddy. It is possible that the 
gelding will join Kauai King as Maryland-breds 
owning national titles come poll time. At the 
moment, both have strong claims to divisional 
leadership, even though Saturday’s Arlington 
Classic may cloud the 3-year-old situation. The 
Indian River on July 1 here will yet prove a 
difficult test for Tuscalee. 

Aitcheson’s father trained and developed 
Tuscalee and Junior handled the reins during 
his schooling. 


"Alfred H. Smith bred Tuscalee,” said Ait¬ 
cheson Jr., who is 37. "He bought the mare, 
Verna Lee, at the sales at Timonium and she 
was in foal to Tuscany. The foal turned out 
to be a scrawny, unimpressive colt he called 
Tuscalee. We had been working with Mr. 
Smith’s horses and Tuscalee was turned over 
to us. We didn’t think he’d ever amount to 
much and it seemed that we had him pegged 
right — for a long time. 

"Didn’t break his maiden in a hurdle race 
until he was 4, when he began to develop into 
a useful sort. He was always as quick as a cat 
jumping, but was plagued by all sorts of 
troubles, not the least of which was a gleam 
in his eye for the ladies. If a filly would show 
a mile away, he’d get all excited. 

"Consequently, he was gelded. This not only 
tended to put his mind on running instead of 
the fillies, but also made him begin to grow 
and pick up strength and stamina. He never

lost his quickness, though. I guess you noted 
in the Georgetown here Tuesday that he gained 
a couple of lengths on his field at almost every 
jump. 

“I’d say he’s about the quickest jumper Fve 
ever seen. He takes off at the opportune time, 
merely skims the hedges and is ready to move 
when he lands. As I say, though, he hasn’t 
really beaten much and he’s still got to carry 
his weights in the big ones.” 

The opinion among self-styled ’chase experts 
is that Flying Artist had Tuscalee measured in 
the Georgetown, when he fell at the final jump. 

*1 think we would have won even if Flying 
Artist had not taken a spill,” said Joe. "We 
went into the fence together and the quickness 
of my horse would have put him a couple of 
lengths on the lead after they landed. We’ll 
know more about Tuscalee after the Indian 
River.” 

The elder Aitcheson, oddly enough, has been 
around the racetrack a shorter period of time 
than his son. 

"Dad, who is 66, was a pretty fair country 
ball player,” said young Joe, "He pitched a 
no-hit, no-run game for the University of 
Maryland and this attraaed the attention of 
scounts in organized ball. He pitched for the 
minors, had a stint with one of Jack Dunn’s 
great teams in the International League and 
later pitched for Brooklyn, 

"It was Mr. Smith, who is in the contraaing 
business, who brought us both into racing— 
me first.

a few hunters and I asked him for some help. 
We tried everything, but Grand Chal was an 
outlaw. You couldn't get him to school and 
three or four times he almost broke my neck, 
not to mention his own. 

'’Anyway, we asked Mr. Smith to allow us 
to try Grand Chal at hunts meetings and this 
tended to settle the horse down. WeVe been 
working as a team, you might say, ever since, 
even though presently I am under contract to 
Mr. Allison Stern and do the riding for trainer 
John Davis." 

Joe was the national steeplechase and hurdle 
champion rider in ’61, '63 and ’64. In the ’64 
season, he broke Dooley Adams’ record with 
40 wins, bettering the mark by two. He’d 
prefer to forget the 1965 season, when he was 
seriously injured twice, once in the spring and 
later after he had recovered in the fall. He’s 
back in first-class form now, however, and 
hopes to add another championship to his 
record. 

"I guess the turning point was after I spent 
two hitches (six years) in the Navy,’’ he ob¬ 
served. ”I was looking around for something 
to do and Pat and Mike Smithwick gave me a 
job working with jumpers. They taught me 


everything I know and after I worked with 
them for a time, they put me up on some fast 
horses and I won 14 races. That gave me my 
start and I’ve been doing right well ever since. 

“Yes it’s a rough game. I had 12 spills in 
1964 and 13 last year, so it’s no bed of roses. 
There is a lot of satisfaction that goes with 
developing a jumper, though. You take a 
young, green horse and sometimes it requires 
two or three years before he amounts to much. 
Tuscalee is a good example. 

"The best horses I have ridden.^’’ 

“Amber Diver had the best over-all perfor¬ 
mances and the most class. I’ve always thought 
the horse with the greatest potential was Peal. 
He could have been a super horse, but hurt 
himself and didn’t endure.’’ •

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L AUREL’S STABLE area was uirned over 
to children last month, nearly 100 boys 
and girls from the United States Pony Clubs 
moving in for a 10-day training session. 

Each child brought with him his own pony. 
Under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Dean 
Bedford, the children (age 10 to 20) mucked 
out their stalls, cleaned their tack and rode 
each morning and afternoon. 

The function of the United States Pony Clubs 
is to teach riding, mounted sports and the care 
of horses and ponies. In scarcely more than 
ten years, 150 clubs have sprung up in 32 states 
with a total membership of nearly 7,000 chil¬ 
dren. Maryland is a hotbed, with clubs active 
at the Green Spring, Elkridge-Harford and 
Redlands hunt clubs. In addition, clubs are 
found at Fair Hill, Howard County, Middle- 
town, Annapolis, Salisbury, Cumberland, Fred¬ 
erick, Marlboro, Potomac and Seneca Valley. 

Mrs. Bedford is supervisor of the Maryland- 
Delaware region of the Pony Clubs. The vari¬ 
ous clubs hold meetings one evening a month 
and sponsor shows, hunter trials, rallies and 
gymkhanas at various times of the year. The 
most beneficial event, however, is the Pony 
Club Camp, which any member is eligible to

attend at a fee of $60. Mr. and Mrs. Bedford, 
with assistance from seven adult instructors and 
the older club members, have found that the 
ideal camp location is the Laurel race track, 
where ample space is combined with facilities 
CO house both the children and their ponies. 

This was the third year that Laurel’s presi¬ 
dent, John Schapiro, generously donated the 
use of the facilities. Eighty-three Pony Club 
members older than 10 years were present 
during the week of June 19-26 and 15 children 
who had not reached their 10th birthday (ar¬ 
rived later) for a four-day visit. 

The girls slept on cots set up in the jockeys’ 
quarters and the boys in a dormitory in the 
stable area. Their day began at 6:30 when the 
feeding and grooming of ponies and the 
mucking out of stalls was taken care of prior 
to an 8 o’clock breakfast at the cafeteria in the 
grandstand. 

The children were divided into D, C, B 
and A classifications for riding instruaion dur¬ 
ing the morning hours. Most members bene¬ 
fited from the concentrated instruction to 
eventually attain a higher Pony Club rating. 


Advancement is awarded not only for actual 
riding ability but also on tending the pony and 
caring for the tack. The Bedfords and their 
staff were constantly pointing out mistakes and, 
where deserved, offering praise and encourage¬ 
ment. 

Following a luncheon break the afternoons 
brought more riding instruaion followed by 
time allotted to cleaning tack, grooming and 
feeding. Movies and talks were offered after 
dinner, and prior to the 10 o’clock lights-out 
the children checked and watered their ponies. 

One parent correctly analyzed the program. 
'My kids had never been away from home be¬ 
fore and I was worried that they would get 
homesick. But I guess they never had time to 
think about home.” 

After such busy days most members found 
that it was not difficult to sleep. Pony Club¬ 
bers, however, who preferred to be lulled to 
sleep by gentle music were not to be denied. 
By bedtime a revival meeting being held nightly 
under a tent on the parking lot was barely get¬ 
ting warmed up. • 
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Riders Take To The Ouf-of-Doors In Good Weafber 


F or children who like to ride, there’s 
no club in Maryland which offers more 
diversity and better instructions than the Green 
Spring Hounds Pony Club. 

The club operates its own riding hall, offers 
indoor polo lessons and has stalls for 51 horses 
and ponies. 

The riding hall, which measures 82 by 180 
feet, was constructed from lumber taken from 
five abandoned horse barns at the defunct 
Baltimore Raceway. 

"Our first idea,” explains the club’s presi¬ 
dent, Mrs. Donald B. Hebb, "was to have all 
our members contribute their time by moving 
the barns on a sort of board-by-board basis. 

"After a good taste of having time slip by 
and very little accomplished, we hired a pro¬ 
fessional to do the job for us.” 

The barns were moved from Pulaski High¬ 
way to Mrs. E. Graham Boyce’s Bacon Hall 
Farm near Sparks. A contractor was hired to 
build the hall. 

Polo lessons are given in the hall during the 
winter months every Sunday by Dan Colhoun 
and Riggs Jones. Colhoun and Jones donate 
their work, and, if a pony clubber brings his 
own pony, there is no charge for the instruc-

tions. If a pony must be hired from the club, 
a $5 charge is made. 

Mrs. Hebb says the polo lessons were well 
received this past winter, but she was surprised 
that most of the interest in the program came 
from old-timers rather than children. 

The club, incorporated in 1957, has 135 
members. Dues are $5 a year. In addition to 
Mrs. Hebb, the officers include Mrs. Charles 
Yaeger, vice-president; Lewis Stengel, second 
vice-president; Malbon Wood, treasurer, and 
Mrs. Mary Harrison, secretary. 

Mrs. Hebb says there is no minimum age 
for members. The maximum is 21. 

'The children ride once a week and get top 
instruction,” says Mrs. Hebb. "Once a month 
we have a lecture for them. The lecturer is 
somebody good. Somebody who can really 
teach them something.” 

In addition to the regular once-a-week riding 
routine, members are offered a one-week sum¬ 
mer camp program. During the camp (which 
costs $50) the members ride morning and 
afternoon. Lunch is included in the $50 fee. 

Located on Gillet Road near Cold Bottom 
Road, the pony clubs headquarters embraces 
some of Baltimore county’s loveliest country¬

Viscount Astor has been sold as one lot, 
comprising 19 brood mares with their 
foals and nominations for 1966, 15 year¬ 
lings, and 26 horses in training, to Mr. 
William M. Hackman, of Orange Hill, 
Middleburg. Virginia. The British 
Bloodstock Agency, acting in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Fasig-Tipton Co. of New 
York, dealt with the transaction. j 

Mr. John Finney of Fasig-Tipson. Mr. 
Hackmin, an his trainer, Mr. “ BiUy" * 
Christinas, inspected the horses last week, t 
They knew yesterday that their bid had been t 
successful when all the bids were opened f 
at Newmarkel at 3 p.m t 

Among the horses sold were Ambiguity, \ 
who won the Oaks in 1953. Craighouse, \ 
winner of last year's Irish .St. Leger, and . 
the popular suying gelding Grey of 
Falloden. who won the Ceaarewilch two 
years ago. 

No dMsion has been made about the 
future of the horses but there is a strong 
possibility that some of them sviU be sold 
by auction in this country, very probably 
at Newmerket in July. 

More definite plana will be known when 
Mr. Hackman visits this country early next 
week. It is possible that those horses 
which are not sold wiH eventually wind 
up in .America, because, having spent 
something in the region of £300.000 on 
their purchase, it would be understandable 
for him to want them nearer his home 


L ord astor could never have guessed 
that his 1966 yearling crop would be 
turned over to a young mother of four children 
to prepare for the Saratoga sales. 

But the horse business is an odd one. And, 
when the Christmases get involved in it, things 
sometimes turn out in a most imexpeaed way. 

As shown in the newspaper clippings at the 
top of this page, Lord Astor s horses were pur¬ 
chased by sealed bid late this spring by William 
M. Hackman. The newspaper stories don’t state 
that Mr. Hackman’s trainer, William G. Christ¬ 
mas, is also a financial participant in the deal. 

But Christmas, a director of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, is in on the action. 
He hasn’t revealed what his share of the trans¬ 
action amounts to, except to state that it is 
“less than 50 per cent.” 

With Billy deeply involved in the resale of 


the Astor horses, it was only natural that he 
turned to his wife, Louise, for succor. 

After having the profit and loss columns 
translated to her from pounds to dollars, Mrs. 
Christmas decided her husband needed more 
than gentle guidance. What he needed was 
help! 

Her first move was to ship her four sons to 
New Jersey where her mother maintains a 
summer house. 

Then she got out her old hot-walking clothes 
and signed on as a stable hand. 

She flew to England with Billy to get the 
yearlings. 

“The law requires,” explains Louise, “that 
one attendant for every two horses be on the 
plane.” 

So, on the return trip, the plane carried 
thirteen yearlings, six male attendants and one 
female. 
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Presumably, one female was the equal of 
one yearling. Or, as Mrs. Christmas puts it, 
"there were 13 horses so we needed six and a 
half men. I was the half-man." 

The yearlings were on the plane fourteen 
hours before landing in New York. Billy and 
Louise rode on the van with them from New 
York to Hackman’s Orange Hill Farm in 
Virginia. 

After getting them bedded down, Billy de¬ 
cided that the yearlings would have to be 
ponied on a daily basis. 

And everybody knows how hard it is to find 
exercise boys. 

And, before she started having children, 
Louise had been quite a good rider. 

Mr. Hackman was delighted to have her stay 
on at the farm. The children were having a 
fine time with grandmother. And Louise just 
had to do this for her family, even though she 
hadn’t been on a horse in ten years. 

"The first couple of days were rough,’’ says 
Mrs. Christmas. "I was sore all over. Now 
I’m in good shape. Look at those muscles.’* 
While working with the English-breds, 
Louise has found out a lot about those year¬ 
lings. But the one question which bothers her 
most and will probably never be answered is: 
which one was Lord As tor’s pet horse? •

The Bieber-Jacobs sale on Wednesday will 
be highlighted by a number of stakes class 
horses which carried the famous salmon pink 
and emerald green colors, including Exhibition¬ 
ist, Turn To Reason, Power of Destiny, Ad¬ 
miring, Petticoat, and Treachery.

Rose Net — A Study In Class

C LASS is a thing which sets Thoroughbreds 
apart. Some have it, though most do not. 
The most knowledgeable of trainers can’t give 
a horse class, he can only assist in bringing it 
out. 

We tend to think of horses such as Kelso, 
Carry Back, Swaps, and Nashua in terms of 
class. Horses which fail to make the headlines 
can have class, too. Take, for example. Rose 
Net. 

Rose Net is a son of *Nasrullah out of Rose 
Fern, by Fairy Manhurst. Just mentioning 
*Nasrullah so close up in his pedigree would 
seem to be enough to give a horse class. But 
if it were added that Rose Net is ten years old, 
has two bowed tendons and runs in $5,000 
claimers, it would appear to rearrange one’s 
thinking. 

For all his years and infirmities. Rose Net 
is a class horse and has eight victories and over 


$20,000 in earning through his first 18 starts 
this season to prove it. 

Last fall, a motley group of Thoroughbreds 
were sold in a paddock sale at Laurel Race 
Course. Included were two racehorses con¬ 
signed by the Helmore Farm of Edgar M. 
Lucas. The first to go through the ring was 
Rose Net. His pedigree page in the catalogue 
was loaded with black type, but the condition 
of his legs kept the bidding from becoming 
heated and he was soon knocked down for 
$500. 

The other racehorse in the Helmore Farm 
group was Ash Blue, a son of Nashua which 
had the distinction of being the first two-year- 
old winner of 1963. Like Rose Net, Ash Blue 
was a horse of some ability which had fallen on 
bad times and he, too, went no higher than 
$500 whbn the bidding stopped. This is the last 
time Ash Blue shall be mentioned for he hasn’t 
been heard from since.

But with Rose Net, it is a different story. 
The aging warrior’s purchaser was Charles 
Shutter, a young native of Maryland’s Carroll 
county who has made quite a reputation for 
himself at horse sales. Shutter likes to buy 
horses, and at times has let this penchant get 
a bit out of hand, forcing him to sell horses 
he buys in one horse sale at the next. 

To most observers at that Laurel vendue, it 
seemed that Charley Shutter had thrown his 
money away, but the young speculator turned 
his purchase over to Trainer John Lenzini and 
sat back to await the outcome. 

In his day. Rose Net had run with the best. 
His most notable triumph had been a victory 
in the 1962 Roseben Handicap at Delaware 
Park. In fact, the gelding still holds Aqueduct’s 
seven-furlong track record of 1:21 1/5. He’d 
met such classy performers as Kelso, Yes You 
Will and Intentionally in his day, but, when 
he first appeared in the Shutter silks, it was in 
an $1,800 claimer at Charles Town on De¬ 
cember 28, 1965. 

The past performances showed his previous 
start had been in a $6,500 selling sprint at 
Monmouth Park, the June before, and so the 
fans made him the favorite at 1.70 to 1. The 


old guy gave it a game try, but could rally only 
for second money. 

Rose Net’s next start was on January 1, 
carrying a $2,000 tag, and he won himself out 
by capturing a winner’s purse of $845. It be¬ 
gan to look like Charley Shutter’s $500 cripple 
might not have been money thrown away after 
all. Rose Net proved it conclusively by win¬ 
ning his next race, for $2,500 this time, and 
then it was on to the big time at Bowie. 

Shutter ran Rose Net six times in Maryland 
during the ensuing three months and the horse 
brought home three firsts and two seconds. 
Because of his bowed tendons, trainers hesi¬ 
tated to drop in a claim for Rose Net, but when 
it began to look like the gelding would mas¬ 
sacre every field of $ 3,000-distance horses sent 
against him, the inevitable happened. 

Rose Net’s new owner, via the claim box, 
was the Beacon Stable of Mrs. Laura Hess. For 
her and Trainer Bryan Webb, the horse has 
won four races, never having been out of the 
money since being claimed by them at Pimlico 
last March. 

Hazel Park fans are now seeing the old horse 
in action. The bandages he wears in front 
cover a multitude of infirmities, but he still 
has the heart to beat all which are sent against 
him over a distance of ground. 

A Kelso he’s not, but Rose Net is a class 
horse just the same. •

Report From IrelancJ

The entire world of racing is worried by 
the prevalence of Equine Infectious Anemia. 
It constitutes a major problem. 

As I write, the pressure is on France. Irish 
and English Thoroughbreds are not allowed 
to race there, nor are French-breds permitted 
to race in either country, which means that 
runners Milida, Phaedra, Nelcius and Premier 
Violon will miss the Epsom Derby, or Oaks. 
This has followed the appearance in the Paris, 
France, region of ’equinese anemia* to quote 
the French Ministry of Agriculture. The di¬ 
sease is claimed to have been brought from 
the south to Chantilly racing stables by in¬ 
fected horses, or, as some claim, by trotters. 

What are people saying? All kind of wild, 
unsubstantiated things like, “It originated in 
Miami, was brought over to Europe by Ameri-

can horses, or trotters . . . the laboratories are 
falling down on the job . . . the French are 
responsible by their carelessness . . . and so on.’* 
To date, no antidote has been discovered. 
The trouble has not been isolated. The labs 
are working, slowly, dealing with a ghost. 

It is not only my opinion that this terror is 
a VIRUS: also the thought of a good friend of 
mine at the Japanese research station: Hok- 
kiado University. What most ignore is that 
for every pound spent or given for research, 
several million is spent on destruction — 
atom bombs, missiles, and the like. 

This equine terror is a virus. What is a 
virus? It is an organism. Too small to be 
seen by any present-day microscopes (most of 
them) or photographed. To give some idea 
of minuteness: a trillion of them could fit on

the head of a pin, with plenty of space left 
over. It is the virusi (plural) who kill. Why 
do they not destroy mankind, and the animal 
world My theory is that there is a constant 
war between the various types, which keep 
down their numbers, as in the jungle ... it 
is known that some kinds can become immune 
to drugs, sulpha, penicillin (found by Fleming, 
by accident). It is known that they poison, 
disintegrate, destroy tissue, nervous system, the 
organs, especially the heart, if not checked. 
How many of them have been so checked? 
Few. For instance, the common cold is still 
without a remedy capable of killing oflf the 
invaders. 

In writing this article I have consulted with 
veterinarians and with a specialist in London 
who is a relative of mine. The vets could offer 
no solution to the problem of this particular 
virus. The specialist said it was up to the 
laboratories. He dealt with the great difficul¬ 
ties on the path, confirming that this was a 
virus, which may have evolved by interbreed¬ 
ing with other virus, or virusi ... my original 
thought on this matter. Let us pray, he said, 
that the money being spent on war will some 
day be devoted to research, and that the best 
equipped minds in science will be attracted 
thereby. He showed me a recent Chambers 
dictionary, which defined a virus as a ’’patho¬ 
genic agent not visible by microscopic means.’* 
Substitute ’’organism” for ’’agent” and you have 
some of the technical answer. 

I am aware that American committees and 
research specialists are as concerned as we are 
on this matter, and that work on the problem 
is being proceeded with. The one thing that 
must be done with an infected animal is fo de¬ 
stroy it. There is no easy way out. Otherwise, 
an industry could be wiped out, for this is 
the most serious threat to racing yet. Let not 
one of us underestimate it. •
